By the motion the Council was in- 
structed to notify the Touring Mana- 
gers’ Association that the Equity de- 
manded the same form of contract 
from the T. M. A. ag that they are 
working under with the P. M. A. This 
notice was served on the managers 
in an official communication from 
Frank Gillmore, the Executive Secre- 
tary of the A. E. A., in a letter sent 
to John Coleman, secretary-treasurer 
of the T. M. A. today, 

The meeting at the hotel was called 
to order by Tom Wise, who acted as 
presiding officer. After reading the 
call for the meeting Mr. Wise read a 
cablegram from John Emerson, sent 
from England. In his message the 
Equity president said he regretted 
not being able to be present at the 
meeting, but he was sailing on July 31 
for America. He also said that the 
English and French actors and 
dramatists were in hearty accord with 
Equity, and anxious to co-operate 
with them. 

Following the reading of the cable-

CRAFTSMEN'S 
STRIKE ENDS 
WITH VICTORY 
FOR WORKERS 


Men Returned to Work in 
Laboratories on Monday 


Recognition of Union and Big- 
ger Pay Agreed Upon 


Craftsmen and N. A. M. P. I. 
To Confer Upcn Terms 


New York, Aug. 2.—The strike of 
the laboratory workers has ended, 
with victory for the workers, the Na- 
tional Association of the Motion Pic- 
ture Industry, thru Tom Evans, 
Chairman of the Laboratory Sec- 
tion of the association, agreeing to 
recognize the union, and enter into 
immediate negotiations, The work- 
ers returned to work this morning 
with the assurance that representa- 
tives of the manufacturers will meet 
with officials of the film workers this 
afternoon at 2:30 for a conference to 
agree upon a wage scale and other 
matters. 

The strikers have been out about 
two weeks, the strike being the re- 
sult of a long controversy between 
workers and manufacturers The in- 
itial demands of the workers were 
made June 5 last, when a prospectus 
was presented to the manufacturers, 
which the Craftsmen claim received 
no attention. An ultimatum was is- 
sued July 19 by the workers to the ef- 
fect that they would walk out if their 
demands for better hours a bigger 
pay were not granted. No attention 
was paid their demands, and on Tues- 


‘day, July 20, the laboratory workers 


calmly left their jobs, tying up about 
thirty large and small laboratories in 
and about New York, crippling them 
to the degree that it was with the 
gTeatest difficulty that news releases 
were gotten out. 

It has been agreed by the manufac- 
turers that there would be no dis- 
crimination against individual mem- 
bers of the film workers’ union on ac- 
count of strike activities, but the asso- 
ciation asserts that it will not re-em- 
Ploy workers who have left its em- 
ployment and whose places have been 
filled satisfactorily. 

In a statement to The Billboard to- 
day George Woodruff. secretary of 
the Craftsmen, said: “The associa- 
tion agrees to recognize sas a labor

The 
transfer men receive 100 per cent more than they 
did a few years ago. This additional transfer 
expense and the raise in railroad and freight 
tates makes it especially hard on those companies 
which play a new town every night. It was 
also contended that the royalties second-class 
managers hav2 to pay are considerably in excess 
of those paid by first-class managers, the reason 
being that the author gets his straight per- 
centage and the manager who produced it orig- 
inally and uses it for a season or two gets some- 
thing for himself in addition. 

“I have only mentioned a few of the expenses 
which have to be paid by the small manager. 

“Now if is known to you that the Actors’ 
BPquity Association has several forms of contract, 
al] differing in detail, We have the First-Olass 
Productions Gontract, the Popular Price or Dol- 
lar Top Contract, the Stock Contract and the 
Tryout Contract. The Dollar Top or Popular 
Price Contract differs in the main from the First- 
Class Productions Contract in that it permits 
the manager to play ten performances a week. 
Now the Touring Managers feel that they shouid 
come under this contract, and not under the 
First-Class Productions Contract, but at the same 
time th¢y do not wish to be held down to dol- 
lar-top prices. They say that the cost of theater 
admission has gone up in some cases nearly 100 

cent and that there is practically no longer 
any traveling attraction which can afford to play 
for a dollar top. Therefore they desire that the 
new contract, which they wish to make with us, 
should be labeled ‘two-dollar top,’ but they would 
agree that if they happened to play for a week in 
any first-class theater then sad contract would 
be automatically changed to the First-Class Pro- 
ductions Contract. In regard to the number of 
performances per week, they want to be allowed 
to play ten as in the Popular Price Contract, but 
that at the end of the season they would be will- 
ing to count up the total number of performances 
given during said season, to divide same by the 
number of weeks played, and for all perform- 
ances over an average of eight per week to pay 
for same at the rate of one-eighth. In that way, 
presuming that a company had played in a sea-

this hotel, the Astor, after which the meetings 
took place at the offices of the A. E. A. In sum 
the Touring Managers stated that they desired to 
come to an agreement with us, as they found it 
impossible to successfully conduct their business 
under the contract which had been agreed upon 
by the Producing Managers’ Association and 
the Actors’ Pquity Association. They said that 
the Touring Manders’ Association was composed 
of the owners of one-night-stand and second-class 
companies, that their margin of profit was small 
compared to that of the big fellows in the 
business; that there were so many small 
towns, where the theaters had been taken over 
for pictures, and that in consequence of this the 
railroad journeys were much longer than they 
used to be, and, of course, more expensive. For 
instance, in the great State of Texas it was 
said that but one one-night stand exjsted today, 
namely, Galveston; that in Michgian only four 
or five were left, and a falling away was noted 
in other States. The committee of the Touring 
Managers also stated that it was true 
that the salaries of the actosrs they employed 
were not as high as those paid by the first-class 
managers, but the'r receipts were much less, and 
the percentage they received from the local 
managers was smaller. Of course, we know that 
when big attractions go to little towns they re- 
ceive eighty-five and even ninety per cent of the 
gross receipts and that this leaves a very small 
margin of profit to the local theater manager in- 
deed, frequntly none at all. He accepts such 
booking more or less as an advertisement, so 
that he can say to his patrons he has secured a 


eighty, ten-eighths additional salary would be 
due every member at the close, but if the av- 
erage per week be less than eight, of course, 
there would be no deduction. They, the Touring 
Managers, also state that the week before Christ- 
mas and Holy Week are dead losses to them 
ang that if they were compelled play same many 
of them would be forced out of the business, 
and that those who remained would have to close 
their seasons the week before Holy Week rather 
than face the loss, whereas their usual custom is 
to continue playing five, six or more weeks after- 

In thia way they say that an insistence 
om payment for Holy Week would prove @ boom- 
erang to the members of the association, as it 
would cut them out of whatever additional em- 
ployment they might receive for the weeks suc- 
ceeding it. However they are quite willing, pre- 
suming that the members of the association 
grant them this concession, to GUARANTEE A 
SEASON OF THIRTY WEDKS, or rather should 
a less number than thirty be played they would 
bind themselves to pay for either Christmas or 
Holy Week if either or both came within the 
period played and for which no pay had already 
been received. In regard to nights lost thru 
cancelation of booking or thru other causes, un- 
less specifically thru an Act of God, railroad 
wreck, or the usual exempt reasons, they would 
be prepared to pay in full. They guarantee no 
discrimination against Equity members,’and they 
understand that if such be proved this agrec- 
ment, presuming it be passed, will be nullified. 
They guarantee that all contracts shall be given 
out before the first rehearsals, that the two 
weeks’ individua] notice by-either the manager 
or the actor can only be given on a Saturday 
night and that these two weeks must cover 
two consecutive playing weeks. They also agree 
to REDUCE THN FREE REHEARSAL PPRIOD 
for regular productions to TWO WEDBKS instead 
of four, and for musical plays to THREE 
WEPRKS instead of five. The probationary pe- 
riod would also be reduced to seven days instead 
of ten. The Touring Managers are prepared tc 
guarantee the payments of just claims against 
their fellow members so that if one of them is 
delinquent the association as a body would settle 
for him. 

“Perhaps a little information as to the Tour- 
ing Managers’ Association should be given you. 
At the present moment they have 114 members. 
They will send out over 160 companies and will 
employ between 3,000 and 4,000 actors,

Between Musicians and Movies 


In Chicago Caused By Misun- 
derstanding Say Federation 
Officials—Term It Lock- 

_ out, Not Strike 


Ohicago, July 29.—Joseph F. Winkler, presi- 
dent, and Charles G, Haight, business agent, 
of the Chicago Federation of Musicians, made 
a statement to The Billboard regarding the 
differences existing between the federation and 
the Allied Amusement Association and due to 
which the musicians are practically ail out of 
the picture houses at the present time, 

“Somebody has circulated the report that we 
are asking for a straight 75 per cent increase,’’ 
said Mr. Winkler, ‘‘which is untrue. What we 
are asking for is an increase of 50 per cent on 
the basic scale as follows: Houses charging 
15 cents admission are now paying musicians 
$35 a week. Each five cents additional that 
the houses charge they are paying the mu- 
siclans an additional one dollar a week, so 
that musiciana working in houses charging 
fifty cents are drawing $42 a week.’’ 

There are about four hundred movie houses 
in the Chicago jurisdiction of the Federation. 
It is reported that several score houses, all 
members of the Allied Amusement Association, 
have secretly signed up with the Federation. 
This report cannot be confirmed publicly, Ac- 
cording to Mr. Winkler and Mr. Haight, who 
term the condition a lockout instead of a 
strike, the movie owners have not made a 
proposition of any kind to the Federation.

Contrasting it with John Drinkwater’s Lin- 
coln it stands out as a better bit of drama, 
and the conception of Lincoln that Howard 
Hall) unfolds satisfies the mixed theater audi- 
ence better than seems credible.

The firet act reveals the President about his 
daily routine during the darkest days of the 
war, receiving callers, members of the ca!inet, 
the National Republican Committee request 
ing him to withdraw his renomination, a 408t 
rel with Stanton, the war secretary, and other 
intimate glimpses of Lincoln White House life. 

The second act presents two visits out «f 
business hours, One from General McClellan, 
in which be aligns himself with the Copperuead 
movement, and the other a seditionist episode, 
in which the son of the perpetrator is wen over 
to Lincoln’s views, does a priceless bit of spy 
ing, and contributes vastly to gaining informa- 
tion with which to swing the country to Lin- 
coln, 


Act number three gives us the Republican 
Committee asking for the final answer to its 
demand that Lincoln withdraw from the race, 
just as word comes over the dormant wire that 
Atlanta is captured, a great victory wen, and 
Lincoln's course justified. The biggest pune’ 
of the play comes at this point, when the kick 
erg and knockers join in singing “Glory Hal- 
lelujah."* 

The epilog glimpses for a few brief moments 
Lincoln standing between the pillars of tl 
Capitol steps, giving his second inaugural a4: 
dress and living the prophecy spoken by his 
mother on her deathbed in the prolog. It is 4 
startling bit of scenic effect and lends a bea’ 
tiful touch of majestic grandeur to the sry 
of the play. 

The support is all good, but with Hall and 
Lincoln dominating the stage at all times 100° 
of the assistants has opportunity to register 
strongly. Dates of some historical dncidents 
were changed to ald dramatic purposes, and the 
chief purport of the author is to emphasize 
the ultimate alm of Lincoln to save the union 
rather than to free the slaves. This is brought

LEVY WRITING ARTICLE REN. V.A,, 
ITS CONSTITUTION AND WORKINGS 


Bert Levy plays the King’s Theater, Southsea, August 2, and is understood to be actively 
engaged in writing a detailed article for publication here and in America answering pertinent 
questions relating to the whole constitution of the N. V. A. Club, its workings and its con- 
nection with E. F. Albee. The motto of the Variety Artistes’ Federation in this affair is 
caution, and while granting that each person has his own angle of thought the Variety Artistes’ 
Federation's only interest is that of the world consolidation of artists’ organizations. The 
Variety Artistes’ Federation Committee always remembers that it has never had to fight an 
overlapping society in England, and that consequently, apart from bonds of affiliation with 
the American Artistes’ Federation, it appreciates the fight put up by the apparently under dog. 
Nevertheless it is the sincere hope and aim of the Variety Artistes’ Federation officials that a 
beneficial understanding be arrived at if secrecy be the life aim of the powers that be, so that, 
as in England, an industrial council of the whole industry can be formed at which both artist 
and prorpietor can have equal representation and a square deal. 


REFERENCE TO VAUDEVILLE AVOIDED 


John Emerson, president of the Actors’ Equity Association, altho meeting the Actors’ As- 
sociation committee, made no attempt to interview the Variety Artistes’ Federation officials. 
There have been many prominent folk this side connected with American vaudeville, but all 
have avoided, either from preference or instructions, any reference to matters concerning DB. F. 
Albee, American Artistes’ Federation or the N. V, A. 


LAURA GUERITE REJOINS V. A. F. 

Despite the ‘hard things said and written by Laura Guerite in 1916, panning the Variefy 
Artistes’ Federation in ‘‘Veracity,’’ that lady has recently rejoined the English organization. 
Consequently one must opine that the influence at work in America then may have had reason 
to have altered their viewpoint today. 


EDICT AGAINST TIPS TO RESIDENT STAGE CREWS 
The Association of Touring Managers has issued a decree that on and after Angust 2 no 
tips are to be given to any members of resident stage crews of the A, T. M. The association 
states that MacDonald and Young’s tips last year amounted to ten thousand dollars. 


COMEDIANS MUST PAY FOR BREACH OF CONTRACT 


William Henshall, otherwise known as Leo Fritz, at one time a ten percenter in vande- 
ville, but now debarred by the London County Council, sued Scott and Whaley, colored come- 
dians, for damages for breach of contract. The team was to have played thru in his revue, 
“Me and My Gal,” receiving jointly $550 weekly. Scott alleged that revue work was too hard 
and injurious to his health, so he and Whaley refused to work for Henshall. The team then 
booked up their vandeville act for $1,000 weekly. 

Medical experts offered evidence pro and con, the trial lasting three days, ending in a 
verdict against the team and awarding Henshall $30,000 and costs, which will probably be an- 
otber $2,000. 


EXPERIMENTS AND EXPERIENCES OF C.°B. COCHRAN 

The one and only live manager, to-wit, C. B. ©., thinks that theaters become more and 
more expensive to operate, and he feels very strongly that our prices are too cheap. He is 
strongly in favor of the $3.75 stall, and that no seats should be procurable under 62 cents. 
Cc. B. C. once experimented with a $5.25 stall, and, altho he dhanged his policy afterwards, 
he thinks the experiment was most interesting. He blames the play for the failure, and not 
because of the high rate of seatage, as he admits, and he is most candid in these matters. The 
particular play in question did not even attract with a stallage at half the price. 


COCHRAN AGAINST THE WORKS OF EX-ENEMY ALIENS ‘ 

Months ago, when De Courville flew his ‘‘kite” letter in The Times as to what the British 
public thonght of his idea of introducing plays by enemy aliens, Cochran came out with the 
right-handed punch against any such idea. Again, even at this date, he notices a tendency 
among certain managers to produce German and Austrian plays. “He alleges that certain of 
these shows are now in active preparation. He further makes the startling announcement that 
when the ex-enemy-author emissaries offered these same goods to him they stated that the 
authors were willing to hide their identity under some other name, and he was told that ar- 
rangements had been made so that the authorship should be fathered—by consent—on American 


writers and composers. 
WHERE STANDS THE A. A.? 


On this question there is dissension on the Council of the Actors’ Association. Norman 
McKinnell, J. Fisher White and Ben Webster express the opinion that this ex-enemy question 
does not concern them and they see no reason for excluding works of the modern author, be 
he of enemy or friendly extraction. The rank and file of the A. A. Council differ, and so 
also do the majority of the provincial section. It is understandable, but not excusable, for 
the West End section to adopt this attitude, as they are, no doubt, the more interested in 
HIGH ART. The solution of the presentation of these plays in this country lies entirely with 
the actors, and if they were firm and refused to perform therein the answer would be certain. 


THE AMERICAN INVASION 


0. B. C. has something to say on this matter. The American market clamors for good 
RBnglisly plays, and the traffic is not all one-sided. C. B. C. has an interest in no less than 
eight plays in the States during the forthcoming season. He admits England does not want 
bad American plays any more than America wants bad English plays, but he thinks it only 
right that we should get all the good American plays and as many good American performers 
as America can spare. He pins his belief to the fact that recip:_city in the matter of plays 
and actors renders the greatest possible service in maintaining cordial relations between Allied 


countries, 
FRANK CURZON AND DENNIS EADIE 

“My Lady's Dress’’ will continue at the Royalty Theater until the time comes when Gladys 
Cooper has to leave to produce ‘‘Wedding Bells’’ at the Playhouse, where she will be associated 
with Owen Nares.

BOOKS 
Reviews and News 


The Four Seas Company has shepherded into: 
English two one-act plays which would have 
commanded wide attention a dozen years ago. 
Both are as old as that or older, and altho one 
is the product of Verner von Heidenstam, the 
Swedish Nobel Prize winger of 1916, and the 
other was first published in Vienna by Hugo von 
Hofmannsthal, they have qualities in common. 
Both are pictorial and poetic. Von Hofmann- 
sthal’s ‘‘Death of Titian’’ is really a poem, ani 
is the poorer play of the two. It was written 
in 1892, when the author was 18, and was pro- 
duced in honor of Bocklin, with a prolog, in 
1901. This group of monologs of the old mas- 
ter’s pupils gathered about his death bed pos- 
sessed the ecstatie phrasing and the compar- 
ative aimlessness of youthfo: genius. Over 
all there is a blue-bronze atmosphere which 
John Heard has not completely lost in his 
English version. Moonlit Karnak and its ani- 
mated idols give more startling color to von 
Heidenstam’s ‘‘Birth of God.’’ The dialog is 
not ineffective, and von Heidenstam punctuates 
it adequately with stage effects. Yet its rather 
oratorical progress is not entirely convincing. 
The answer to the yearning for a god on which 
the whole piece turns is a piece of verbal hocus- 
pocus: ‘‘Nevertheless thou hast a God to honor 
from that moment in which thou believest 
that he, some day, shall be born.’’ It is Dun- 
sany diluted with Swedenborg. Von Heiden- 
stam shows in ‘‘The Birth of God” more capac- 
ity for action than von Hofmannsthal, but like 
him he is too fond of colér and sound. He 
neither builds up @ character nor evolves a 
haunting idea—indispensable desiderata today 
in poetic drama.—F. E. H.

“MYRA ST. MAUER” 


Is Arrested, Charged With Minor Theft 
—Is She the Person Who “Bor- 
rowed” From Professionals? 


New York, July 30.—Charged with the theft 
of fifty cents, a woman who gave the name of 
Mrs. Myra Stevens and claimed to be related 
to the late Justice Van Buren of the Circuit 
Court of Louisiana, was yesterday committed 
to Kings County Hospital for mental] observa- 
tion by Magistrate Miller in Jamaica Oourt. 
The woman's arrest and the subsequent sen- 
tence brought to light some interesting facts 
that were not published in the newspapers. 

According to people interviewed today by 
The Billboard reporter, this woman may be the 
same person who for years haunted stage doors 
and victimized actors and actresses out of vari- 
ous sums of money, representing herself to be 
a professional woman in distress. Kind-hearted 
professional people, touched by her story and 
evident need, generally gave her sums varying 
in amounts. 

The woman is reported to have posed under 
three different names, at one time announcing 
herself to be Mrs. Myra St. Mauer, at another 
time telling people she was Mra. Dwight 
Rockmeyer, and on still another occasion she 
said that her name was Mrs. John T. Stevens. 
The latter name is the one by which she was 
known in court, where she confessed that she 
was the widow of a wealthy Manbattan prod- 
uce merchant. She appeared in court hapd- 
somely gowned. r 

Many professional people will doubtless re- 
call the occasion on February 10, 1918, when a 
double-column story was carried by The Morn- 
ing Telegraph revealing her operations. It 
seems that she is said to have gone to the 
stage entrance of the Knickerbocker, where 
Armold Daly and Virginia Harned were playing 
in ‘‘Josephine,"’ and plaintively informed Miss 
Harned that she was a friend of a dead rela- 
tive of Miss Harned’s, and on the strength of 
this asked for a “‘loan."’ The Telegraph had 
a writer who was in pretty close touch with 
theatrical events, and this gentleman wroe 
the story with facts that he was able to dig 
up concerning the woman's activities. Bot 
in the following day's issue The Telegraph 
published at “‘Mrs. Stevens’ ’’ request a story 
to the effect that she was not a “‘pauper,”’ 
but that sbe possessed Liberty Bonds and 
considerable property. She claimed she merely 
wished to ‘“‘borrow’’ the sums which she 
was alleged to have requested from professional 
people. This seems to colncide with the story 
ww The World. She is said to own considerable 
property and has an interest in a manufactur- 
ing concern in this city, 

The story in The Telegraph bad at least one 
good result. The president of the Actors’ 
Fond of America, Daniel Frobman, took note 
of the affair and immediately caused to have 
blue cards printed on which he warned pro- 
fessional people to beware of applicants for 
charity and requested thet such people be re- 
ferred to the Actors’ Fund, where proper 
facilities are available to handle these cases 
and give them the investigation that they 
may warrant. The Actors’ Fund, indeed, had 
lent ald to the woman, who first came to its 
offices in 1913, asking for financial assistance. 
She claimed at that time to be a resident of 
Richmond Hill, L. I. One charitable organiza- 
tion hag reported the case as far back as 
1804.

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VAUDEVILLE ACTORS’ HAVEN 


By CORA YOUNGBLOOD CORSON 


It has always been my belief that to stick 
to one way of doing things shows that one is 
not energetic or has no ambition, and to my 
mind the people connected with the present act- 
ors’ institutions have stood still, or, in other 
words, are doing today just as they did when the 
institutions first were founded. I have waited for 
fifteen years to see them look for a way that 
would do away with at least part of the old 
system of going out and giving benefits and 
raising funds by taxing the actors each as 
much as they could give, and each year we 
read that they are short—that unless there was 
so much more received the actors’ home would 
have to go out of existence, I have looked on 
the men that are running the show business to- 
day as the brainiest men in the world, men 
that grasp the needs of the times quickly, men 
that are alive to every needed innovation, and 
men that saw in advance long before thinge 
became a necessity. Still, right here they 
stard today as they did twenty-five years ago, 
and what is most strange to me is that they 
oppose anything new along the lines they have 
been following for that number of years. Pvery 
other thing in vaudeville has change] a dozen 
times for the better or worse in that time. 
Acts of twenty-five years ago have been for- 
gotten, the system of booking and running of 
theaters has undergone many changes, and still 
we stick to the same old way in the support of 
our old and sick, and not only do we not try 
to invent a new way, but we do all in our power 
to see that it is not changed. Why? 

It’s not because what has been offered in the 
promoting of the Vaudéville Actors’ Haven is 
a wild, untried scheme, for anybedy knows 
that farm land bas an earning power, and the 
better and more systematic it is worked the 
bigger the results. Sixty acres of wheat this 
year brought $5,000 off the Acton Farm, 100 
acres of alfalfa brought $2,500 last year on a 
Youngblood farm. Holstein cattle, hogs. chick- 
ens, turkeys aml eg@s brdught more than 
$6,500 last year off the same farm, end not 
one of these farms is run for al] there is in it, 
as each of the ewners has other business, and 
the farms are side issues. So the plan that 
is now in mind for a home for the old and sick 
vaudeville actors is as sure an investment as 
could be proposed, for I have the foliowing to 
offer for same: One hundred and sixty acres 
free as a gift from the people of the State of 
Oklahoma, a five-year option on 320 acres to 
be paid for out of the earnings of the land, 


That gives the Vaudeville Actors’ Haven forty 
acres to place buildings on to house their 
brother and sister performers who are in need 
of such an institution, 440 acres to produce 
everything except tea, sugar and coffee that will 
be required to feed those in the home, and to 
produce enough over to create a fund that will 
in time make it possible to do away with all 
the beggar wars that have been in vogue for 
the past twenty-five years or more to support 
other institutions for the actors of America, 

I wish those that oppose the founding of 
the V. A. H. would come out in the open and 
state what objections they have to the same, or 
if they have anything to offer that would be 
an improvement or would in any way help the 
promotion of the same would give their ideas 
on same, and I would only be too willing to 
hand over my part in it, just so long as it would 
remain out of the hands of any other organiza- 
tion or combination of men that would show fa- 
vors to anyone. All I ask is that the V. A. HE.

Will Play Rentinn am and Eliminate Bili- 
posting in Several Cities 
—_—_— 

(New York, July 2¥.—4ieorge W, Gallagher, 
general manager of the American Burlesque 
Association, advises us that Reading, Pa., will 
play burlesque one night during the week fol- 
lowing Trenton. 

Report has it that the churchgoing people of 
Reading have been opposed to burlesque, due 
to objectionable lines and actions of so-called 
burlesquers in past presentations, which has 
been overcome by the assurance of Messrs. Herk 
and Gallagher that each and every show on the 
American Circuit will present moral perform- 
ances. We covered Messrs. Herk and Gal- 
lagher’s announcement in our issue of July 24, 
and $ign Daley, of Jacobs & Jermon’s staff, who 
has deen acting as our Reading correspondent, 
has shown it to every one in Reading, and 
while we claim no credit for the change of 
attitude of the Readingites, we know for a 
fact that many of them read onr article prior to 
the bookings of burlesque at the Rajah Thea- 
ter, 

More power to anyone and everyone who can 
by their acts make burlesque acceptable to in- 
telligent people, be they churchgoers or other- 
wise. 

Another innovation on the American Circuit 
will be the elimination of billposting by the 
American Circuit attractions in Newark, De- 
troit and Buffalo, 

In our issue of July 31, under the caption, ‘A 
Trio of Progressive Burlesquers,"" we called the 
attention of managers to the necessity of haw 
ing agents ahead of attractions to protect their - 
*billing,”” and we likewise called the attention 
of agents to the value of newspaper publicity. 

The elimination of billposting renders it nec- 
essary that other forms of advertising be found 
to replace the billing, therefore it’s up to the 
managers to protect their financial investment 
by the services of advance agents who can, and 
will, tack cards, hand out heralds and see the 
newspapers, 

We have beard numerous comments on our 
manager-agent article since Wednesday, and 
while managers and agentd alike concede its 
logic some of the managers place the blame 
on the negligence of agents, and on the other 
band some of the agents place the blame on the 
manager, claiming he prefers leaving it to the 
company manager of the show ahead to super: 
vise the advertising rather than to pay a reg- 
ular agent an equitable salary, 

Be that as it may, there is much food for 
thought on the part of managers and agente 
alike, and it’s up to them to get together in a 
spirit of co-operation and get all the patronage 
they can by conscientious work. 

Speaking from past experience we are fully 
satisfied that an advance agent is a necessity 
ahead of any and every kind of a theatrical 
presentation en tour,—NELSDP.

George Rockwell Tells How a Vaudeville Team 
Overcame Difficulties in a New Field 


Rockwell and Fox have long been known in 


audeville as a ‘‘surefire” act. If an audience 

didn’t jaugh at them they either were deaf, 

did not un English or were paralyzed. 

When it was announced that they were to ap- 

pear in George White's “Scandals of 1920,” 

those who knew them in the varieties pre- 

< dicted that they would be the wildest kind of a 

‘ hit. Rockwell ami Fox were inclined to that 

j belief es They had reason to, for 

t they had n been anything else in the two-a- 
day. 

To everybody's surprise the Globe Theater 


audience didn’t take to them at all. Yet it was 
plain that they not deaf, did understand 
their mother tongue and were decidedly not 
paralytic. As George Rockwell characteristical- 
ly expressed it, “‘The ovtlook was vegetables.” 
However, it was not in them to give up. They 
realized that there must be something wrong 
with their methods, so instead of cursing the 
audience they analyzed the problem and con- 
quered it. For at the present time they are go- 
ing over strong nightly at the Globe Theater. 
So the writer asked George Rockwell if he 
would give an outline of the way his partner 
{ and himself turned a defeat into a victory. He 
consented, and at his summer home at Fair- 
haven, when he was not wrestling with a refrac- 
tory motor boat or instructing his two young 
hopefuls, he wrote the following: 

; , “After twelve years successfully playing the 
; best vaudeville theaters in this country we 
: found ourselves transplanted into a big musical 
; review. With throbbing pulse and great ex- 
' pectations we stepped out the opening night only 
t to finish with our vanity crushed and bleeding, 
for we just ‘got by.’ 

“By concentrating all of our energy to dis- 
j cover the cause of this and to effect a cure, we 
finally had the satisfaction of seeing every- 
thing whipped into shape and go over with a 
bang. 

“No doubt our same problem has confronted 
many in the past and probably will demand 
attention from still others in the future.. For 
the latter, I submit our diagnosis of the com- 
plaint together with prescription, which we ap- 
plied and found to work. 

“By analyzing the vaudeville and musical 
comedy playgoers, and then comparing them, we 
find that the vaudeville regulars are the typical 
American middie healthy, industrious, 
laugh-loving They read the comic 
section of the newspaper first and the stock re- 
ports later. All of them have great powers of 
imagination, and many have a keen and original 
of humcr.

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DENIES COLLINS’ STATEMENTS 


St. Louis, Mo., July 22, 1920. 
To the Editor: 

In your issue of July 24 you printed an 
article by Gillie J. Collins in regard to my 
cigar box trick, in which he -takes a great 
many things for granted. He has been lis- 
tening to others give their versions of my act, 
as he has never seen it as it is. Mr. Collins 
should not be so egotistical and be more truth- 
ful. He wishes to give the impression that 
it was his act, and that he was the owner, 
which I stamp as false. I have had plenty 
of trouble with Mr. Collins before, and be thinks 
he has a persona] grudge against me, or- 
iginating from family affairs, which I do not 
care to air, unless he wishes. If he does not 
stop slandering me behind my back I will force 
him to acknowledge the real cause, or I will do 
so myself, and he knows what the result of 
that will be. I had considerable correspondehce 
with him when I was discharged from the army, 
but not to my satisfaction. 

Collins claims to be the originator of the 
Cigar Box Trick, which is not the truth. He 
was a contortionist and comedian in an acro- 
batic act. It would be better for him to see 
my act personally before writing articles for 
the public on what I do or do not do. 

The originator of the trick is Ed La Moss, 
who is no longer in the business. I performed 
the trick with our act, known as Collins, El- 
liott & Lindsay, and while playing the Academy 
Theater, Chicago, secured Mr, La Moss’ permis- 
sion to claim this trick as my own, as I was 
the only one in the world (te our knowledge) 
doing the trick at that time. I also secured 
all performing rights for same, which Collins 
is not aware of, 

As his partner I was in a position to know 
who was the first to do the trick, and to whom 
it belonged. I now claim the cigar box trick 
as mine. I have improved it and established 
a good reputation with it and have it protected. 

Collins evidently desired to injure me in 
every way possible by printing his permission 


to others to perform this trick. I give notice 
to Paul Lorenz, or anyone attempting to per- 
form it, that I will protect it to the full ex- 


tent of the law, regardless of what Mr. Col- 
lins may tell them. He is evidently jealous 
of my success since we split partnership. 

He is wrong when he says I claim to have 
been in France a few months over two years 
and displays his ignorance and again is wrong 


when he says I wear two Croix De Guerre med- 
als, which shows how badly he has been in- 
formed, 

I have one Croix De Guerre medal and my 
service record shows my part in the world 
war 


If Bitlie J. Collins thinks he has a grievance 
I would much rather have him see me person- 
ally, which so far he has failed to do, altho 
he has had the opportunity.

On June 5, 1098, A. D., the following program 


was given by Musa, a Spanish magician, at the 
city of Aleppo, two days before the city 

Antioch was besieged by the Christians. He 
curried all his apparatus upon his back, in a 
bag. Drawing forth a long iron spike from the 
bag, he plunged it down his throat. <A puff 
of smoke came from his mouth, fullowed by a 
fash of fire. Taking a number of brazen bowls 
from the sack Le blew a spark from his mouth, 
then the bowls gave forth an aromatic smoke. 
Then blowing upon a tiny reed all the birds of 
the forest were heard, Now borrowing a cup 
he filled it with water, and, giving it to a 
servant to drink, the water had become sugar 
sherbet. Then he started to juggling with 
balls until he had eight balls flying in the air. 
fle then drew from his teeth a score of disks 
as large as silver coins, followed by reels 
of cotton ribbon littering the floor, Finally 
blowing from his lips a small earthen bowl, into 
which was poured water and upon capsizing 
the bowl the water was not to be seen, He 
finished his performance by pulling a live rab- 
bit from one of the smoking bowls. His pay 
for this performance was @ basket of dates and 
tigs,

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Editorial Comment 


AUTIOUS and conservative show- 
men sat up with alacrity when 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company’s 
decision to lay off 12,000 men was given 
out, and, despite the fact that one city 
alone—Pittsburg—promptly bid for the 
whole number and rushed agents East 
to snap them up, began to bombard The 
Lillboard with letters and telegrams. 

What did we think,, they wanted to 
know. 

We told them one and all that there 
was little or no significance in the 
move, nor in the shutdown of the 
woolen mills, the report of the Comp- 
troller of the Currency, the midsummer 
business decline, etc. 

The crops are good, we are sure of 
enough coal, transportation problems 
are being solved, slowly, it is true, but 
surely, and foreign trade, as we con- 
fidenily predicted, has continued to ex- 
pand. The record for the fiscal year 
ended June 30 shows clearly enough 
that Imports grew to a tremendous 
total, but the figures failed to show that 
the process contained factors working 
for improvement of the foreign ex- 


changes. The reason was that, while 
imports expanded rapidly, exports also 
grew to a new high record of $8,111,- 


176,000. The export balance of $2,872,- 
000,000 was 30 per cent less than in 
191%, but was, nevertheless, more than 


four times as great as in any year prior 
to 1915. 

Business in general is all right and 
the demand for entertainment will con- 
tinue to be steady and insistent. 

This is the view taken by nine-tenths 
of the sharps and experts, whose job it 
is to Givine and forecast the business 
future. 

Elbert H. Gary, chairman and chief 
executive officer of the United States 
Steel Corporation, who never spoofs, 
sailed two weeks since for a European 
vacation, voicing belief that the busi- 
ness outlook is the best in six years. 
Examining into plant production fig- 
ures, he finds that the steel worker is 
increasing in efficiency. Judge Gary 
does not stand as a prophet, but he has 
a habit of telling what he sees and be- 
lieves.

As Applied By P. T. Barnum, the Yankee Showman Who Put the “Ad” in Advertising 


i’ these days of 
advanced § ad- 
vertising methods 
and with the ex- 
tensive publicity 
promotions evi- 
dent on every 
hand, many of the 
old school princi- 
ples can not be 
recommended for 
everyday usage to 
every showman of 
this generation, 
but, nevertheless, 
quite a few ad- 
vertising “stunts” 
incorporated by 
America’s’ great- 
est showman and 
past master in ad- 
vertising—his was 
a rare skill and an inventive genius—-make inter- 
esting data to anyone who can recall some of the 
bright ideas used by the former king of curio col- 
lectors in his determination to invite public atten- 
tion 

The late P. T. Barnum’s experiences as pro- 
prietor and manager of the old American Museum 
in New York for many years prior to his successful 
“white top” career cover many chapters of bril- 
liant thoughts, which, properly adjusted, may again 
be of service to some men today. 

Regardless of what has oft been repeated con- 
cerning the late showman's methods in advertis- 
ing, his one big boast seems to have been that “no 
one could visit his museum and go away without 
feeling they had received the full worth 
of their money.” This point is of the 
greatest importance today, for on every 
hand we hear of exorbitant charges and 
inferior goods. 

Sensational as were his many adver- 
tising campaigns, Mr. Barnum always 
believed in giving a “big show”—value 
was his hobby, and with this end in 
view he was constantly in search of 
novelties — something to advertise. 
Year after year he sought genuine 
curiosities, regardless of cost, wherever 
he could find them in Europe or 
America.

not either have succeeded but for his unusual ac- 
tivity and liberal application of printer’s ink. 
From the writer’s personal contact with the ad- 
vertising world, Mr. Barnum’s arguments of long 
ago would seem to fit today, in a commercial way, 
the same as they applied to his business during the 
earliest years of his prosperity. Mr. Barnum’s 
strongest point with reference to the science of ad- 
vertising refers specifically to “Constant Applica- 
tion.” P. T. Barnum, during his period of com- 
mercial and real estate activities—he was responsi- 
ble in a large measure for the early upbuilding of 
Bridgeport, Conn., and the financing of a large New 
England clock factory—believed one’s wares could 
best be sold by nursing the reader thru a certain 
period of advertising activity. The world’s great- 
est showman, so-called, maintained that advertis- 
ing thru the medium of the press could only bring 
results by perpetual application, claiming that a 
great percentage of readers overlook an advertise- 
ment on the first day of its appearance, give it only 


of the cornerstones of our civilization and upon 
which art frequently depends, success or failure in 
business, advertising, too, is a mighty pillar that 
supports a business enterprise. Indeed advertis- 
ing may be said to be the concrete foundation that 
supplies the demand for correspondence forces. 
For first one reads an advertisement and then he 
corresponds concerning it. 


HE ballyhoo band, remembered as an outdoor 
feature of the Dime Museum, was, according 
to reports, conceived by the astute showman during 
his museum heyday. Mr. Barnum announced “Free 
Music for the Million,” and people flocked to his 
main entrance to get “something for nothing.” He 
teok pains to select and maintain the poorest band 
he could put together—one whose discordant notes 
would drive the crowd into his museum. The 
standard of his “free concerts,” as it is recalled, 
having been applied to other similar institutions, 
never seemed to rise. Barnum is said to have 
argued that when people expected “something for 
nothing” they were sure to be cheated, and usually 
deserved to be, and, no doubt, some of his patrons 
who expected to hear a select concert, gratis, were 
disappointed, but he took special care to give full 
value on the inside. 

One of the many clever bits of smooth adver- 
tising the American amusement impresario had 
pleaded guilty to was building opposition for his 
pet institution merely to show probable opponents 
his strength as a fighter. After killing off opposi- 
tion existing in the operation of the old Peale’s 
Museum, he later is said to have backed his finan- 
cially embarrassed opponent to secretly combat 
him. 

The advertising Barnum’s American Museum re- 
2eived during this “frameup,” it has been 
claimed, more than offset what the ex- 
periment cost him. Later, when the 
curios and contents of Peale’s Museum 
were purchased by Mr. Barnum—prac- 
tically for a song—he was able to bill 
the American Museum as a “Double At- 
traction” and “Two Museums in One” 
without extra charge.

~ DANGEROUS PRESS AGENTING 


To the many other crime mysteries of New York there was added a week ago a 
circumstantial account of the apparent suicide in the large lake in Central Park of a 
Japanese woman, who had registered at_the Pennsylvania Hotel. <A black silk hand-bag 
and a black hat presumed to have belonged to the woman were brought to the Arsenal 
Station by an individual, who represented that he iad found them on the shore of the 
lake ‘after hearing a splash in the water.’ On this evidence police in a rowboat dragged 
the lake more than twenty-four hours without finding the body. Now the publie is 
duly advised that the adventures of the young woman may be seen in a photoplay at 
a Broadway theater. 

“Perhaps this is up-te-date press-agent publicity, but to most people it will appear 
to deserve a harsher characterization. The American public, of course, submits cheer- 
fully to be humbugged. But a hoax at the expense of its sympathies and involving the 
activities of the police in a fake mystery at a time when detective skill is baffled by 
serious crime is a different matter. 

“Promoters of movie sensations need to be reminded that good taste no less than a 
respect for public order demands the curbing of raw publicity methods of this nature. 
The mansgers hold their andiences to a strict line of good behavior and they should 
reciprocate with a little more regard for public propriety on their own part.”’ 

District Attorney Swann is rather more hectic in his expression than the editorial 
writer on The New York World, who is responsible for the above quotation. Mr. Swann 
is quoted as saying: 

“The police should be protected against such persons. Their time is too valuable to 
be wasted in this way, and the whole community which they are paid to protect should 
be justly indignant at such press agent methods. I am anxious, however, to aid this 
press agent a little. I want to give him a little more publicity than he bargained for 
—I want to put him in a cell, and let him see that in big headlines, if he cares to read 
it from inside.”’

The keeper 
was supplied with time tables of train move- 
ments, with instructions to be sure to work the 
elephant industriously as trains moved by the 
estate. It was,said so many agricultural secre- 
taries from different sections, reading of the 
innovation in the press, applied to Mr. Barnum 
for data on his experiment that the showman 
found it necessary to have a form letter printed, 
“letting farmers in on the secret,” saying: 
“The only way an elephant was a success at 
farming was for its owner to conduct 2 mu- 
seum.,’’ 

Again tc illustrate the great need of delibera- 
tion and not too sanguine hopes for ‘‘precious 
thoughts in the art of advertising,” an Ad Club 
luncheon tale might here be related with “‘real- 
ization’ for its background. And a story which 
truly bears out Mr. Barnum’s early views on 
constant application in advertising. 

In the writer’s early years he found occupa- 
tion as an itinerant showman acting in the 
capacity of advance agent. As such it was

my duty to exploit my attraction by means of 
using billboards and the press, «Many small 
towns were included in my route and regardless 
of the number of date lines used in billposting 
to announce the day and date, the rural ob- 
server would, after familiarizing -himself with 
the name of ‘the show, invariably ask: ‘When 
is this show comin’? 

The regulation one-sheet theatrical poster is 
28x42 inches, and the customary date lines 
used with one-night-stand attractions at that 
period were rarely larger than a_ one-sheet. 
One day the writer observed a circus billboard 
which contained a four-sheet date. Theatrical 
lithography averaged seven cents per sheet, type 
work—such as a four-sheet date, sold at 214 
certs. 

The circus catered to the masses, as did my 
attraction, and by adopting the circus method 
of announcing the “day and date’’ I became en- 
thused over the saving of money in printing 
besides the “impression”? in large type the 
would have on prospective theatergoers, 
In Kalamazoo, Mich., the first assortment of 
four-sheet dates was received. After the bill- 
poster bung a stand for my perusal we both 


‘‘date’’ 


sauntered to the edge of the sidewalk. The 
four-sheet date read: ‘‘Monday, Auggyst 25°°— 
the figure, ‘25,’" covered two sheets. 

“Will they ask us when the show is com- 


ing with that date in front of them?’ I in- 
quired of the billposter. 

“They shouldn't,’? he returned. 

At this point a father and his son happened 
by. ‘The youngster was naturally attracted 
by the coloring and the subject matter of the 
display. ‘‘Another show comin’, pap,’’ he said, 
as they stopped. ‘‘Yep,”’ returned the father, 
glancing at the four-sheet date which the bill- 
poster and I thought so attractive, ‘‘a 2%-cent 
show. When is this show goin’ to be here?’’ 

After recovering our composure the billposter 
suggested that I double the four-sheet date 
and make it an eight-sheet, 

Similar illustrations of the publie’s careless- 
ness in reading at a glance are evidenced every 
day. Down South, when a certain new circus 
entered territory, for years covered by an or- 
ganization more familiarly known to the natives 
of that section, advertised ‘‘Greatest Show on 
Earth,’’ September 1, two darkies, with the 
older circus in mind, read the posters thus: 
“Greatest Show on Earth, Cept one (Sept. 1), 
das John Robinson’s.”’ 

We believe street car advertising and bill- 
board displays spasmodically advertising any 
given article have much the same effect upon 
the general public as did the constant applica- 
tion system of the John Robinson Circus have 
on the darkies, who refused to recognize a sub- 
stitute of much greater proportion and conse- 
quently one giving more value, 

We have known street car advertising con- 
cerns to turn down contracts for large sums 
of money for short period advertising, con- 
tracts upon which solicitors had worked in- 
dustriously for weeks, the Street Car Advertis- 
ing Company manager claiming advertisers could 
expect no direct results from short-time pub- 
licity. 

By relating a recent experience of one of our 
principal railroads in booming for two years 
a certain excursion tour, spending thousands of 
dolars to inform the publie of the sights to be 
seen in certain section of our glorious scenic 
country and meeting with failure for their 
trouble and outlay during the two years of their 
progressive advertising campaign, only to be 
rushed beyond reason during the third year, 
illustrates in a fair measure the judgment dis- 
played by advertising firms in desiring to 
promote long-time contracts, 

Small communities have developed into 
thriving cities thru consistent advertising. 
Wars are advertised. Big loan drives are made 
possible only by publicity. The most widely 
advertised insect powder undoubtedly has the 
largest number of calls. 

The man in business who treats advertising 
lightly, feeling that his commodity will stand 
on its merits without daily soliciting the pub- 
lic’s attention thru some advertising medium 
or other, is an individual who rarely if ever 
grows in business, 

The Motion Picture Industry has shown to the 
conservative legitimate showman the results of 
“Barnum methods.’? The Motion Picture has 
taken leaps and bounds in the industrial world 
and can be found on the curb or exchange, Mo- 
tion Picture advertising experts have done what 
Barnum advocated, what he practiced, as well 
as preached—they have made men and women 
think and talk and wonder with substantial 
success as their natural reward. 

Constant application enters into our daily 
lives as it does in advertising. Efficiency and 
success is brought about by constant applica- 
tion to one’s duties. A New York theatrical 
firm once impressed the writer with the fol- 
lowing sign hanging on its wall: ‘Energy 
and hours will bring success.”* Doesn’t this as- 
sist in verifying the “constant application’ 
argument?

@ seats, each with a capacity of two pezsons. 
When the boat is loaded the water in tne tank 
is revolved without visible means at high ve- 
locity. The boat starts revolving afd picks up 
speed nntil it is turning at a rate better than 
nine revolutions a minute. This is much faster 
than the fastest merry-go-round, but due to 
the riders being close to the water there is 30 
unpleasant dizziness, it is claimed,

THE RAT 


By DR. GROUCH 


—— 


The rat is one of the most despised animals 
that inhabit the earth. It is filthy, stealthy; 
works entirely in the dark, destroys and con- 
taminates that which it comes in contact with, 
won't fight unless it is cornered, is a coward, 
is the first to leave the ship, breeds disease, in 
fact it is hard to find one redeeming feature in 
its makeup, 

In the show business the rat bas many counter- 
parts, With nearly every organization we find 
someone who is well entitled to the name of 
rat. For instance we have the man who has 
absolutely no regard for a contract. Have you 
ever done your utmost to make things agreeable 
for a man, staked him with the money to frame 
his show, tried to give him good locations, and 
without a moment's notice, like the Arab, have 
him silently steal away in the nigit? This 
evil is one that should be drastically dealt 
with by the different managers. I know a 
cuse that happened very recently, which is a 
good example. The manager of certain freaks 
joined the show in the spring, C, O. D. The 
manager of the carnival in question supplied 
the money to build his outtit. From the open- 
jing stand the man made money, he never 
had a losing week, and admitted to the writer 
several times that he had made more money 
than he ever before made in his life. His sur- 
roundjngs were congenial, his employees, as 
Well as himself, were given every consideration. 
Thea, without a moment's notice, when the 
manager needed his attraction the most to make 
good some contracts, he packed up at night and 
disappeared. How would you like to have this 
happen to you? Don't you think that this 
man is entitled to some redress? What would 
You do with a man like that? T will answer 
the question for you—I would hound him until 
he would beg for mercy, then I would cause 
him more grief, 


The one great trouble with the show business 
is that things of this kind are not taken care 
of, Suppose every manager of a circus or a 
carnival would demand a clean bill from every 
show that joined them; weuld the rat exist? 
The managers of shows put in every moment, 
and in many cases every dvllar they have, in 
building a show, go thru the hardship of 
spring, and just as they are at the door of suc- 
eess some rat jumps out and lesves tlhe show 
in a Position where it can not make money for 
the lack of attractions. The quicker the man- 
agers, carnival managers especially, take a 
Stern stand in this matter and insist that 
the notice clause in the contract be carried 
out the better it will be for the game, for just 
so long as yon allow a man that has just quit 
another without being man enough to give in 
his notice to join your show, you can not expect 
anything different to happen to you. I knew a 
case last season of a manager that built a 
beautiful front for a man who stayed just one 
week and then jumped out. Is a man of that 
caliber entitled to any consideration? Think 
this over. 


Another kind of a rat is the one who spends 
his time in disorganizing. Have you ever 
met that class of rat who is constantly telling 
how much better conditions are on some other 
show, the guy who always knows that the next 
stand is going to be a bad one? His Anish is 
that he closes the season with nothing, and be- 
eomes an object of charity on his fellow show- 
men in the winter time, 


The secret of any organization is harmony, 
low much better it is when all are for one, 
and one is for all. Take for instance a vande- 
ville artist. What becomes of him when he 
jumps a contract? He is Dlackballed, and it 
takes a mighty good explanation before he gets 
back inte the real houses. Suppose that the 
uMinagers were to make it a rule, and live up 
to it. that any showman who breaks a contract 
will not be placed with any other show. Would 
it net mean that you would place the contract- 
jumping rat in a position where be could not 
live? 

Ever since the show business started organ- 
ization has been preached, Some of the brain- 
jest men in the game have given up time and 
money, with no results, but the fact remains 
that if the game is to ultimately take its 
place, as it should, among the leading indus- 
tries, something will have to be done about 
the many evils now in existence, The excuse 
th at “If you don’t take these rats some one 
else will,”’ is not going to do any good if there 
ia concerted arti on. The key to the situation 
lies, I believe, in the Showmen’s League of 
America. The league is wonderful in many 
ways. It takes cate of the dead and it is ever 
ready to help the needy, But if it would also so 
ally itself that it would not only be a fraternal 
organization, but make itself a clearing house 
for the evils of the members who belong to it, 
then it would become a power so strong that to

$118,311.75.

- UNIFORM CONTRACTS 


Giving the Exhibitors a Fair Deal 


The following letter has been sent to all 
manufacturers and distributors in the industry. 
The Billboard prints the full text of Mr. Cohen’s 
letter: 

Dear Sir—The National Convention of the 
Motion Picture Theater Owners of America at 
Cleveland charged me with the task of bringing 
about uniform contracts. 

There cannot be any discussion as to the un- 
satisfactory character of the present arrange- 
ment. Under the system now in vogue, the ex- 
hibitor has no voice in the framing of the con- 
tract. Indeed, even the slight opportunity that 
is offered to him to read it before signing 
amounts to little more than an empty formali- 
ty. You, no doubt, know that contracts of this 
character are always construed against the 
maker, and for that reason alone it seems to me 
that the advantage to you under such contracts 
is more apparent than real. 

Far more is involved, however, than a mere 
legal interpretation of the cdntractual rights. 
I am speaking of the goodwill of the exhibitor. 

It stands to reason that where the exhibitor 
has had a voice in the framing of the conditions 
of the contract, he will live up to it con- 
scientionslr. This circumstance alone teads to 
the faithful observance of the contract and 
therefore redounds to your own direct benefit. 

In a spirit of perfect amity, I therefore sug- 
gest to you that you appoint a person clothed 
with authority to attend a conference between 
representatives of the manufacturers and the 
exhibiting intérests, This conferende is to 
consider the question of a contract that will 
be deemed fair and equitable to all the parties 
concerned. Surely the effort is worth while. 
If the exhibitors of the country feel that they 
are signing a form of contract which is approved 
in a formal way by the leaders of their organ- 
ization, it is safe to assume that they will ob- 
serve its conditions to the best of their ability. 

On the other hand, I realize that the manufac- 
turing interests are entitled to consideration. 
They are entitled to be heard on the question 


gy the best form of contract. I feel there 
should be a meeting of the minds between the 
two interests and in that way we will insure— 
first, an avoidance of costly and wearisome liti- 
gation, second, a general sentiment. favoring a 
faithful performance of contracts, and that 
will undoubtedly work to the benefit of all 
parties concerned, 

If you believe that my reasoning is cor- 
rect, I will greatly appreciate a line from you 
informing me to that effect, and I will then 
take up the question and the place of the con- 
ference.

PA. EXHIBITORS FURTHER TAXED 


A further taxation of five per cent on adver- 
tising matter purchased with films has been an- 
nounced by the collector of internal revenue 
for the first district of Pennsylvania. All ex- 
hibitors will be assessed and collection made 
by the exchanges, which will be required to 
make a monthly return to the collector of the 
district in which the exchange is located. The 
Advisory Board of the Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice, Treasury Department is held responsible 
for this taxation, which is retroactive to May 
1919, at which time the revenue act of 1918 
became effective as 2 sales and excise tax.

CHANGING LIGHTING FIXTURES 
To Make Your Theater More Attractive 


Of all the factors which have helped to bring 
the mechanical and artistic side of the modern 
theater to its present state of near perfection, 
none has been of greater help than proper light 
ing. In fact, were it not for the introduction 
of electric lighting and its associated utilities 
it is safe to say that the theater would prot 
ably not have advanced much since the days 
when footlights were irregular and inurtistic 
rows of smoky, sooty oil lamps set across the 
front of the stage. 

A recent invention by one of America’s creat- 
est illumination engineers, Mr, BE, Cantelo White 
promises to completely do away with the pres- 
ent method of lighting connections and provides 
for movable equipment which may be installe 
at will in any part of the theater without 
delay and without the necessary construction 
work and turmoil required for such installa- 
tions at present. Mr. White has contributed 
much to the advancement of electrical illumi- 
nating. He is known as the inventor of thr 
“‘Duplex’® system of electric lighting. 

His recent invention will be even more gen- 
erally valued, for it will make it a simple mat- 
ter to move lighting fixtures, chandeliers, etc. 
from place to place at will, without any dif 
ficulty—even in the theater—in exactly the 
same way as seats are often shifted about or 
new ones installed and old ones removed. In fact. 
it will be far simpler to insert a lighting fix. 
ture in a new outlet than it will be to move 
new sets of seats into a theater. It is neces- 
sary to screw the seat to the floor or to anchor 
them in some permanent way. With the Whit« 
fixture and receptacle it is but the work of 
a second or two and the fixture is firmly gripped 
in place, to stay until you desire its removal.

IHE STORY IN SKPLETON FORM 

Big Jim O’Kane loves Mamie Lee, who had 
been interested in Sheriff Ed Cass previous to 
going away to school—from which she is just 
returning when the picture opens. Her father 
is threatened with arrest for forgery, which he 
committed to meet the expenses of her educa- 
tion. Jim holds up a train to get the money 
to save him, and on the same night the sheriff 
robs a gambling joint, plants the robbery on 
Jim and Jim is imprisoned. The sheriff tells 
Mamie Lee that he will liberate Jim and save 
her father if she will marry him. After her 
marriage she finds a written confession of her 
husband’s, which he was supposed to have 
mailed to the judge trying Jim’s case.

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thief—the ‘‘hero” of the story—goes serenely 
on his way without being called upon to make 
any explanation or excuse for the theft. And 
the theft was a very cheap expedient to use 
to get the money. But the closing scene is 
the “‘last gstraw’’; it is one of the indignities 
in which so many picture plays abound and 
against which it is to be hoped the public will 
some day rise in its might and rebel: A girl

THE STORY IN SKELETON FORM 

A girl, educated in the Bast, is called to 
the Island of Fiji, where her drunken father 
acquaints her with the secret of her half-caste 
origin.

THE CRITICAL X-RAY

a rock-bound sbore provide an atmosphere 
rather pleasant to the eye.

Job McCoy boards the Pullman of a train 
that has stopped for water to return Diana 
Hughes’ hat, which has blown from her head. 
He loses his heart to her, and follows her to 
Nineveh, where she is living with her aunt and 
uncle, The uncle, Howard Marlowe, owns a 
mine and gives Job employment. The super- 
intendent of the mine, Otis, intends to rob Mar- 
lowe of his wealth and his wife, but both 
schemes are thwarted by Job, who later learns 
that Diana is engaged to marry a young East- 
erner who had been employed at the mine dur- 
ing his college vacaton. 

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

There is sufficient material here for a story, 
but it is lost in a maze of untelated scenes and 
disconnected incidents. The first part of the 
picture is Just a waste of film—it is unin- 
teresting and has no bearing on the story. 
There is no reason for going to such lengths 
to establish Job McCoy’s fondness for intoxl-

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COMPLETE REPORT OF THE | 
CONVENTION AT BOSTON 


New Hampshire and Vermont Exhibitors Rally 
at Hotel Arlington—Overflow Attendance—De- 
tails of Plans and Resolutions Adopted—Ex- 
Sen. Bean Presides—Sydney Cohen Speaks 


A convention of the motion picture exhibitors 
of the States of New Hampshire and Vermont 
was held at the Hotel Arlington, Boston, Tues- 
lay, July 27. Ex-Senator Charlies H. Bean of 
Franklin, N. H., acted as chairman. An invi- 
tation had been extended to every exhibitor in 
these States to be present, and a very large 
attendance was had of independent, unaffiliated 
exhibitors, 

Sydney 8. Cohen, president of the Motion Pic- 
ture Theater Owners of America, addressed the 
convention. Mr. Coben reported the activities of 
the Motion Wicture Theater Owners of America 
since the national convention at Cleveland, and 
a general discussion was had by all of the ex- 
hibitors present relative to the abuses existing 
in the industry, and the desire and necessity for 
the changing of same at the earliest possible 
moment, 

The quotas for the States of New Hampshire 
and Vermont towards the national fund were 
oversubscribed in cash at the convention. 

The following resolutions were unanimously 
adopted: » 

WHEREAS, The New Hampshire Exhibitors’ 
League in convention at Boston has been informed 
of the recent events at Cleveland, 0., which have 
led to the formation of a national body of ex- 
bibitors now known as the Motion Picture Own- 
ers of America; and, 

WHERDAS, This convention approves of the 
plans and purposes of the Motion Picture Thea- 
ter Owners of America as expressed in the acts 
and resolutions of the saiq Cleveland conven- 
tion; and, 

WHERAS, We have full confidence in the abil. 
ity and integrity of the officials elected at said 
convention; therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, That the New Hampshire State 
Exhibitors’ League declare its allegiance to the 
said Motion Picture Theater Owners of America. 

ON PEROENTAGD 

That the New Hampsbire Motion Picture Thea- 
ter Owners declare their firm opposition to every 
form of percentage booking. We look upon per- 
centage booking as a deliberate step of the 
producing interests to gain possession of our 
theater and to put the independent exhibitor out 
of business. We appeal and ask aid for this 
policy, not only to our fellow exhibitors, but to 
the great hosts of the public who are regular 
patrons of motion picture theaters. If the 
same interests control production and exhibitor 
there can be but one result, higher prices of 
admission and poorer pictures. 

ADVANCE PAYMENTS 

That this organization is opposed to paying in 
full for any picture as a deposit or an advance 
payment. That we condemn the efforts of any 
distributing organization attempting to enforce 
such payment on signing of a contract, and that 
the members of this organization hereby pledge 
themselves not to enter into any contract re- 
quiring payment in full for any picture more 
than seven days before play date. 

PRODUCER-EXHIBITOR 

WHEREAS, This committee, after carefully 
deliberating on the data placed before it and 
after interviewing individually and collectively 
many independent exhibitors who are accredited 
delegates from all points of New Hampshire to 
convention, unanimously reports to this 
convention that they condemn the practice of any 
mannfacturer or producer or distributor of mo- 
tion picture film of buying or building theaters 
in competition with independent exhibitors, and 
they further denounce as being unfair and 
vicious the practice of these companies or their 
agents and representatives in threatening ex- 
hibitors with competition or ruination if they 
do not accede to their unwarranted demands; 
therefore be it 

RESOLVED, That it is the sense of your com- 
mittee that this organization in convention as- 
sembled urge every independent exhibitor to 
use every lawful means to prevent the continua- 
tion of the activities of these producer-exbibitor 
companies; and, be it further 

RESOLVED, That the Motion Picture Theater 
Owners of New Hampshire pledge their full sup- 
port and co-operation to the Motion Picture 
Theater Owners of America in their effort to 
keep the screens ang theaters of America free 
and independent. 

CONTRACTS 

It is the sense of this committee that the 
contracts now entered into by and between the 
exhibitor and the producer are inequitable, and 


this committee recommends that a contract 
be drafted and submitted to the producer and 
distributor whereby the exhibitor will at all times 
have equal rights and be equally protected 
therein with the distributor and producer. We 
further recommend that a uniform form of con- 
tract be used by aff distributors and producers. 

It is further recommended that the law and 
legislative committee cause such a contract to 
be drafted and submitted to the distributor and 
producer .and a report returned forthwith as 
to thelr attitude regarding same, 

CENSORSHIP 

RESOLVED, That we realize that the screen as 
a channel for the transmission of thought excels 
all other mediums of expression heretofore 
known, We are fully cognizant of the responsi- 
bility which this fact entails upon us, and that 
national organization was formed, in part at 
least, for the purpose of a united and intelli- 
gent use of the screen. We, and the public, are 
the sole judges of what goes on our screen, and 
there are sufficient local polic® powers to keep 
from the screen obscene films. We are, there- 
fore, unalterably opposed to all forms of cen- 
sorship. Censorship has proven a failure in the 
three States where it has been tried, and no 
one will seriously maintain that five or six years 
of motion picture censorship has established high- 
er standards of morality in Pennsylvania, Kan- 
sas and Maryland than in any other portien of 
the country. 

We reiterate our opposition to local, State 
or federal censorship, as censorship is vicious in 
principle and wholly alien to the spirit and 
genuineness of our institutions. The great factor 
in the control and management of all forms of 
public amusement is public opinion. Public 
opinion keeps a careful watch over every form 
of amusement, and no form of amusement can 
exist without public approval. 

That this organization take all proper means 
and lawful steps to prevent the enactment of 
any such vicious laws. 


MUSIC TAX 

RESOLVED, That it be the sense of this com- 
mittee that inasmuch as the success of the 
members of the Society of Authors, Composers 
and Publishers, and the success of their produc- 
tions, is based almost exclusively upon the popu- 
larizing of such productions by the playing of 
them in the motion picture theaters, that we 
condenin as unjust, inequitable and an ingrati- 
tude on their part that they should insist upon 
the additional collection from our theaters after 
they have been paid a suffictent sum for each 
piece of music to yield them a just and fair 
profit. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That inasmoch 
as we have popularized by permitting the music 
publishers’ singers to throw slides on our screens 
and use our stage, that from this time forth we 
will deny to all members of the Society of Com- 
posers, Authors and Publishers the use of the 
screen and the use of the stage until they dis- 
continue their present inequitable and unjust 
demands. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the said 
society and all its individual members be wae 
Iy notified of this action, 

INDEPENDENT PRODUCER 

This convention looks upon the motion picture 
art as one of limitless possibilities and will al- 
ways reject the idea that this motion picture 
art can fall into the hands of a few to the ex- 
clusion of the many. This convention pledges

its hearty and practical support to the independ- 
ent producer and distributer and declares its 
intention of assisting both the independent pro- 
Gucer and distributor in marketing their prod- 
ucts. We believe that there can be no end to 
compatition in producing pictures of quality. 


F.1.L.M. CLUBS 

RESOLVED, That this convention protests 
against the activity of the so-called F.LL.M. 
clubs or similar organizations thruout the coun- 
try. These clubs or organizations pretend to act 
in place of the lawfully constituted courts 
of the country in all disputes between producers 
or exchanges on the one hand and exh bitors on 
the other hand. They presume to enforce obedi- 
ence to their decisions by demanding unreasonable 
deposits or denying film service to the exhibitor 
who refuses to abide by them and who seeks 
redress for his grievances in the courts of law. 

RESOLVED, That a certified copy of this reso- 
lution be sent to the Attorney General of the 
United States, with the request that he take 
action in the premises, because the presumed 
jurisdiction of thefe F.I.L.M. clubs uniformly 
claims to extend from State to State. 

SCREEN OWNERSHIP 

(The use of the screens for publicity, advertis- 
ing purposes, etc., for which exhibitor receives 
no remuneration or benefit.) 

The motion picture theater owners in conven- 
tion assembled now make a public declaration 
of the fact that the screens of this country be- 
long to them and to the public which they serve. 
This convention condemns the practice of cer- 
tain producers’ organizations to pledge the 
screens of this country to any purpose whatever.

The Billboard prints in full Mr, Coben's letter 
to Hiram Abrams, 720 Seventh avenue, New 
York: 

Dear Sir—I note in the trade papers gener- 
ally your comments following the conversa- 
tion 1 had with you at the Hotel Astor on ‘the 
evening of July 6, which was arranged thru 
the correspondence exchanged between us rela- 
tive to the mandate of the National Conven- 
tion at Cleveland of the Motion P.cture Theater 
Owners of America, relative to the methods 
of your organization exacting the entire amount 
of the film rental at the time of the signing 
of the rental contracts by exhibitors, at times 
months in advance of play dates. 

It cannot be possible that you are an utterly 
irresponsible person and hold the important 
position you occcpy in the United Artists’ Cor- 
poration. So thatel cannot avod the deter- 
mination, if the exigencies ever again require 
my conversing with you, that I cannot afford 
to do so without the presence of a stenographer. 
Of course, I assume that you have been quoted 
correcuy. 

This is not written with a view to protecting 
any discussion that [ might have had with you, 
for neither my time nor my taste will permit 
it. 

Me may be it is your memory that is faulty; 
your heart may be in the right place. So let 
me review for you exactly what happened: 

I asked you to mod‘fy the provisions of the 
contract issued by the United Artists’ Corpora- 
tion for the playing of their productions, which 
exacted the entire amount of the rental price 
jn advance on the signing of the contracts by 
the exhibitor, I! advised you that if you were 
+, oo this it weuld (im my opinion) be of great 
telp and assistance to the organization you 
represent, because the opportunity is presented 
at this time of some producer or distributer 
mebilizing the good will of the exhibitor, particu- 
larly so in view of the resentment and apn- 
tagonism that has developed amongst exhibitors 
against certain producers and distributers. 

Your intimation that I was seeking a per- 
sonal advantage 18 entirely unwarranted as well 
as a bare-faced misrepresentation. Our corre- 
spondence will show that I personally notified 
ron in writing im advance of our conference 
that I would refuse to do business with your 
organization as long as you persisted in exact- 
ing the entire amount of the film rental more 
than seven days ‘in advance of the actual play 
dates at my theaters. 

As far as the State of New York is concerned, 
1 beg to assure you that the New York State 
organization will make yeu live up to both the 
letter and the spirit of the law which imposes 
on you the duty of keep'ng the advance pay- 
ment moneys separate and distinct from your 
other assets, and imposes a trust upon these 
moneys. 

If you had attended the National Convention 
at Cleveland you would have been struck with 
the determination of the exhibitors from other 
States in attendance to emulate the example 
of New Yorkgand to put all advance payments 
under the supervision of each State anthority. 

You, no doubt, realize that the legislation 
which is now on the statvte books of this State 
(and will soon be on the statute books of every 
other State in this Union) has met with general 
approval in and out of the industry, because it 
does two things: it assures the exhibitor against 
misappropriation of his money and it has a 
Wholesome tendency to stamp out the wildest 
Promoter from this industry, which has suffered 
altogether too Jong. 


You may look upon explanations of the law 
fs superfluous, because, doubtless, no man 
knows the limitations of the law better than 
You do; but this is an age of mutual helpful-

Four weeks ago, while in Dallas, their mana- 
ger, Mr. Luckett, called me to his office and 
booked me ‘‘Mollycoddle and Suds,’ giving me 
dates and forwarding me all paper. 

He advised me that be would forward me 
contracts at a later date, which he has done 
on other occasions,

The fact is, if we 
hadn’t called up about it, they would never 
have mentioned it and allowed me to have a 
dark house on July Fourth. 

Fox, as you know, tried this same thing on 
one of our boys three years ago, and you know 
the results. 

I am asking that you call a meeting as soon 
as possible that we may take some action, as I 
expect to see this thru. 

Again, I have some legislative matters to take 
up with the Board.

figures, they allege, are conservative and we can 
well believe it. If their organization and the 
Actors’ Equity Association agree on a contract, 
then these figures will doubtless grow much 
rger. 

“The terms, as stated above, are the fina! ones 
and were only arrived at after several long and 
argumentative meetings 

“Now the paler ten you have to ask yourselves 
are these: Are you prepared to recognize that 
this particular cless of manager should receive 
special considerstion? Do you believe that if 
be were not granted same that many of them 
would be driven out of th@ business, and that in 
consequence some of our members would have to 
go without work? 

“There is another and more important ques- 
tion which you should think over—whether at 
the present moment it is advisable to consider 
es a basis of negotiations the granting by the 
manager of the so-called Equity Shop in ex- 
change for an agreement as to a change in con- 
ditions. The Counc'l of the Actors’ Equity 
has always considered that there are many 
advantages attached to the Equity Shop, 


It has always seemed to me a = 
actors who do not pay dues to the A 

should receive the advantages for which we ati 
fought and paid for in money and in travail. I 
must confess, however, that when the subject 
of the Equity Shop was broached to the Touring 
Managers they came out firmly against it, but 
that does not necessarily mean that they would 
not have to accept it should we, the association, 
decide to make it an issue. You may, if you 
choose, turn down this entire proposition which 
has been made by the Touring Managers; you 
may say that you desire the standard conditions 
in ALL traveling companies; that what is ac- 
cepted as ‘custom’ by the big and successful 
managers shall also be accepted as custom by 
the smaller ones; or you may say to the Touring 
Managers, ‘Yes, we will accept your new con- 
ditions if you will grant us the Equity Shop,’ 
or a third plan might be for you to instruct your 
Council to put the whole matter "p to a referen- 
dum vote, and the very last po ility of which 
I can think at the present momen: is that you may 
turn the whole thing back to your Council with 
recommendations and appoint from your own 
members a committee of twenty-five to confer 
with the Council and advise it. 

“A good many anxious hours have been spent 
in considering this matter, and whatever aid 
those of you who have played in the one-night- 
stand and number two companies can give us 
will be gratefully received. I myself have en- 
deavored to learn the feeling of our members, 
= have found almost as many against it as 
‘or it. 

In this address I have tried to present the 
matter without partiality so as not to influence 
you one way or the other, but in case I have 
not been clear on every point I beg of you to 
ask me questions,’’ 

Following this speech the members discnssed 
the proposition, and after questions had been 
asked and answered and the scheme made clear 
the members one after another arose and voiced 
strong opposition to the plan. The stand taken 
by lost of the speakers was that they had fought 
shoulder to shoulder with the actors playing in 
6rst-class attractions for the obtaining of the 
HDquity contract and considered themselves as 
much entitled to its benefits as the rest of 
the membership. The opinion was also expressed 
that if any concessions were to be made they 
should not be made by the actor. 

A motion reading that the Council of the A. 
E. A. be authorized to demand from the Touring 
Managers’ Association the same contract as 
that issued by the Producing Managers’ Asso- 
ciation was then made, seconded from all over 
the hall, and passed with but few dissenting 
voices. 

The Billboard reporter asked Frank Gillmore 
today what the course of the Bquity wonld be 
if the T. M. A. refused to issue the A, E. A.- 
Pr. M. A. form of contract. Mr. Gillmore said 
that in this event the Equity would take what- 
ever steps were necessary to carry out the man- 
date of the members as expressed at last night’s 
meeting.
